Without all difpute there are fuch a people, 
who we think may properly be called Men, tho tome- 
thing brutifh in their cuftoms and manners; In Queen 
Flizabcths time there were two of ‘em brought into 
England, by fome Merchants who when they were up- 
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on their Coafts, decoyed them into the fhip and 
brought chem away againft their contents ; they were 
taken naked with fome undreiied Skins and Guts hang- 
ing upon them, and were forced to put on cloaths tho 
‘ery unwillingly at firft, yet kept them on very con- 
tentedly when they came into colder Climates 5 they 
were prefented to the Queen who feeing them very 
much disfatisfyed, caufed them to have Rich Appar- 
rel, to eat well, hear good Mufic, and have the beft 
Entertainment they were capable of receiving; yet 
their love of their own Country was fo great they 
cou'd never forget it, and one of ‘em foondied, as 
was Mippoted, ef grief ; the other was retained about 
4 or 6 years Jonger, and all pofhible endeavours uied 
to make him learn our Language, and be better re- 
cpncilek to our cuftoms, but ailto no purpoic, for he 
eitiier wou'd not or eou’d not, ever {peak one word, 
but was obferv'd to take all the oppertunities he coud 
to bewail the loSof his Country, as was underftood 
by fome who had been in thofe parts, and was a little 
acquainted wish their Geftures and Tone of voice ; 
upon which the Queen ordered him to be tent back 
with the next Ships that took that Voyage, he went in 
the (ame fine Cloaths he had here, and as {oon as ever 
he was fet on fhore he tore them off and fiompt them 
under his feet, goton a paunch of Guts again, and 
went away rejoycing with fome of his own Country- 
mea. 

But we have vet a better account of the /otren- 
tors then cou'd be difcovered bythefe two; for which 
we are indebted to the Hollanders who have planted a 
Colony at the cape of good hope, and haye very in- 
du‘rriuufly acquainted thermfelves with the manners 


and cuftoms of that Nation. They tell, ws the Coun- 
try is wholly uncultivated a great way,and has but a 
{malf nnmber of Inhabitants, who are all cleathed 
with gat beafts skins, their food is rects, the tat of 
Whales, fith half boiled, and very often fleth quite 
raw. They havethis conveniency, that their Dinner 
is always ready, tor if they have a mind to eat, and 
have nothing elie by them, they cut pieces of the 
skin which they wear and broil it upon the Coals 
untill it is as hard as Sea Bisket, If thev find 
hony atany time thev «at wax and all, It chey 
happen to be in a Dutch mans howe when tix 
pot is on the fire, they will drink down the few 
boviing hot. Their drink is Water or Milk: when 
any one 45 tk they make a fort of a pattare 
with Cabbage, white Wheat, Muftard Leaves,” and 
Pork all boiled togather. Their great Remedies 
are bleeding a vein in the back, applying # hoe 
Iron to. the Arm of the fick perfon, then to wath 
the wound with hot Milk which has inad herbs 
boyled in it : With this fort of Food, and with 
thele remedies, they commonly live an hundred 
or iixicore years. All the crate; known amoneft 
them, are the heating of Iron red hot, and beating 
and pointing it betwixt two ftones, (which ferves 
them both tor Anvil and Hammer) and faftenine 
it to the end of their Arrows. And that of mak. 
ing Matts of Ruthes to cover their Cabins: And 
thele were both taught them by the Dutch for 
before they came into their Country, they ‘knew 
nothing but how to feed their flocks, and defend 
theimielves againft wild beafts. NevertheleS, when 
there is any difpute about their right, and what 
belongs to them, the Hottentots, urge very good 
realons in their own caufe; An inftance of which 
we may fee in the an{wer which one of ‘em, who 
was taken Prifoner by the Dutch, gave to fome 
who pretled him, to tell them the motives which 
mcduced his Nation to take Arms ayainft them. 
7 Firft, tell me ye Dutch men, replyed he in an- 

ger, what obliged you to cultivate our Lands 
*€ and Sow your Corn in our pafturages ? By what 
** right came you to feale upon the inheritance of 
“ our fathers, a country which has belonged to us, 
““ time out of mind? And by vertue of what law 
‘can you forbid the feeding of Cartel in our own 
* Lands, upon which we firft permitted you to 
‘come, only to refref your felves as you paffed 
“by 2? And yet you dilpofe of our goods like 
** Lords, and every day encroach yet more upon 
“ what belongs to us, by forbidding us ta ap- 
* proach to fuch or fuch a place. “What woud 
* you fay if we thou’d quarrel thus in your coun: 
“ try, wou'd you be contented to fuffer it ? There- 
* fore you cannot juftly blame us for what we 
*¢ do. 

Thefe people punifh Adultery very feverely; 
they cut the man almoft to pieces with a whip 
and then hang his wounded body upon a tree, anc 
burn the woman alive. Simple theft they only 
correét with the blow of a ftick, given by the head 
of their Nation to the criminal, in the tight of all 
the people; But if arty one is convitted ot ftealing 
by night, they make him faft four and twenty hours, 
and the morrow tye him to a tree, and whiphim 
on the back till his fhoulders run down with blood, 
then they turn his face to the {peCators, caft melt- 
ed pitch, or akind of gum upon his neck and fto- 
mach, and this fcalding liquor, where ever it touch- 
es fetches off the skin in an inftant ; and after 
having treated him thus harfhiy, they untye him, 
permit him to breath a little; -and give him fqme-

wing to eat, but afterwards they again tye his feet 
“and hands,and leave him three days without fuffering 
nim to taft any thiag, and yet they think they do him 
a great favous if the%.quit him with this chaftife- 
ment, and don’t fend kim into exile. They are 
as fevere againfe--Murderers, efpecialiy if he who 
kills another, pafies for a witty or learnd ptrfon, is 
sich, or has any fhare in the Government ; fer they 
fay that fuch perfons are abfolutely inexcufabie, 
becaufe they cou’d not be ignorant of their duty ° 
they ftrangle them immediately and caft their bo- 
dies into the Sepulchre of thofe they have -flain. 
Such as Murder in robbing, they pierce their knees, 
tying, them up to their. fhoulders, and leave them 
to expire in thofe torments. But # the mumterer 
is fome poor ignorant fellow who has committed 
the crime in fomé tran{port of anger, or when his 
jimagination was difturbed by fome ftrong drink, they 
have refpeét to his ignorance and weaknels, and 
quit bim-only for undergoing the whip, or connica- 
tion of his cattle, or fome other punifhment which 
is leisthan death. 

[hey acknowledge a kind of Soveraign be- 
ing, to whom they give the name of Humm:, who
